  22    (2) If requested by the Governor, the Attorney General of Maryland or 
  23  the Attorney General's designee; OR 
 
  24    (3) IN PRINCE GEORGE'S COUNTY, IF REQUESTED BY THE COUNTY 
  25  EXECUTIVE, A SPECIAL INVESTIGATOR IN A CASE ALLEGING THAT A POLICE OFFICER 
  26  HAS: 
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   1     (I) USED LANGUAGE THAT WOULD DEMEAN THE INHERENT 
   2  DIGNITY OF ANY PERSON; 
 
   3     (II) USED EXCESSIVE FORCE IN THE PERFORMANCE OF DUTIES; OR 
 
   4     (III) HARASSED ANY PERSON. 
 
   5   SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect
